Mississippi has of that number 122,244, and 
paid $13,490.61, me is only 1114 cents each, This Association with 
1,968 membérs, paid only $216.70, or 11 1-89 cents each, which shows that

There were 1,427 baptized in papal lands; twenty-four day schools anc 
one hundred thirty Sunday schools are in operation; $25,727.88 was con- 
tributed on these fields. The Papal Missions include Argentine, Brazil, 
Italy and Mexico. Fields of Missionary labor helped by our Foreign Board 
with number in each field: China, 105; Africa, 15; Italy, 4; Brazil, 39; 
Mexico, 34; Japan, 18; Argentine, 8; total on foreign field, 223. 

Home mission fields embrace all the territory in the bounds of the South- 
ern Baptist Convention and Cuba; State Missions embrace the State of 
Mississippi. 

“The Foreign Mission Journal” is a very helpful paper, which should be 
read in connection with the new text-book, ‘‘The Why and How of Foreign 
Missions,”’ and with both these take the Bible| which is the best authority 
on the subject.

REPORT NO HOME MISSIONS. 


We, your Committee on Home Missions submit the following report: 
The Home Mission Board, through which we do our work, has done 


p excellent work during the past year, and God has blessed their labors; yet, 


they could have done a greater work if they had had the laborers and the 
means, and the laborers would have-Peen forthcoming if they had had the 
means to support them. 


The Home Board had in the South last year nine hundred nineteen 
missionaries; 21,266 churches and baptized 17,760 converts. | 


They received the magnificent sum of $265,335.59, which is an increase 
over the year before of about $27,000.00. Thes¢ figures are encouraging and 
make a splendid showing. However, when we figure out the amount of 
per capita it is pitiably small—small enough to| make any Baptist Christian 
blush with shame. Think of 2,015,080 Baptists paying only $265,335.59— 
an average of 13.1 cents each. Mississippi has pf that number 122,244, and 
paid $13,490.61, which is only 1114 cents each. This Association with 
1,968 members, paid only $216.70, or 11° 1-89 cents each, which shows that 


we are even behind an average of the state. |
